TRANSFORMED 

In spite of all this contact， 
dArgence Said， Korean culture 
was in some ways visolated.”The 
country is well-defined by _ the sea 
on thiree Sides:and mountains on 
the other. The Koreans，believed 
to berdescended from north Asian 
tribes， Were never completely 
subjugated by the Chinese，and 
elements of their_ native _ culture， 
dArgence said，have“manifested 
themselves in parallel with or have 
transformed the Chinese influen- 
ces， 

Among the most important of 
these “native elements,” 
dArgence said，are Shamanistic 
“strains”of north -Asias Turko- 
Mongol  _ culture， which “per- 
meate” Korean culture 了 ach 
period of Korean art history，no 
matter how strong the Chinese 
influence， he said， produced 
artistic expressionsof that culture， 

During the Three King- 
doms period，for example，which 
lasted from Han to Tang，the 
Koreans built tombs out of huge 
storfies; the Chinese at that time 
built no similar expressions of 
“megajlithic _ culture,” d'Argence

“Picnic at Hanging Rock”is a 
stunning, moody mystery directed 
by Peter Weir，but I hesitate to 
recommend it to those who like 
their film endings tied up in neat， 
explicatory packages，VWeir and 
his scriptwriter Cliff Creen have 
intentionally ended this Spooky 
Australian film in an ambiguous 
fashion that leaves more questions 
unanswered than resolved.
